count, as against less than 10 per cent. 
under the previous circular. It is

LULL IN QUININE. 


As might have been expected, a lull 
fellowed the active speculation in qui- 
nine which culminated a week ago, and 
the week just passed has been a quiet 








one. Speculators have been apparently 
resting on their oars, but it is more 
than probable that their present atti- 
tude is attributable to their unwilling- 
ness to pay present prices for further 
lots, in the absence of large demand 
from the consuming trade. As we 


stated in our last issue, there was noth- 
ing the bark situation to warrant 
any material advance in quinine. The 
movement was brought about by spec- 
ulators, who took advantage of the po- 


in 


litical outlook as it appeared three 
weeks ago to purchase heavily from 
dealers. Consumers at once came into 


the market, thinking it would get away 
from them, and tried to buy in excess 
of their probable requirements. Gener- 
ally speaking they were not successful. 
At the same time, with comparatively 
light stocks on hand, nearly all of the 
manufacturers and their agents 
found themselves with little or nothing 


soon 


to offer. Coincident with this condition 
of affairs came the lull in the demand 
from the trade, so that in the absence 
of a renewal of the speculative inquiry, 
they will all soon be in a position to 
meet the regular inquiry from legiti- 


In order to check the 
speculation, and discourage consumers 
from overstocking, they were forced to 
advance their prices or withdraw from 
the market. Some pursued one course 
and some the other. A careful analysis 
of the movement shows that outside of 
this city the demand was mostly from 
sections of the country where very lit- 
tle quinine is thus proving its 
speculative character. The week closes 
with second-hand holders not so firm as 
they have been. 

When the speculation was at its 
heighth the news came that the quinine 
manufacturers were buying all of the 
bark they could in Amsterdam at pri- 
vate sale, at prices which were consid- 
erably higher than the unit of the 
March sale, and it was generally under- 
stood that they were fearful that spec- 
ulation would the price up, no 
matter what the conditions in the bark 
market might be. Hence they were pre- 
paring to meet any combination of cir- 
cumstances that might arise. Natural- 
ly a higher price was expected at the 
bark sale of last Thursday, and it came,

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UNCERTAINTIES CONCERN

The question as to whether sulphur 
is to be classed as contraband of war 





in the present conflict has not yet 
been definitely decided. There have 
been rumors circulated that at the re- 
quest of Italy, and for diplomatic rea- 
sons, Spain had consented to omit 
brimstone from its list of contraband 
articles, but these reports seem to 
lack authenticity, and whatever may 
be the ultimate action in the matter, 
there is at present no assurance that 
shipments destined to United States’ 


ports would not be seized by Spain and 
It is true that thus far no 
seizures have made, although a 
few cargoes have been’ shipped since 
the declaration of war, but considering 
how little effort Spain has anywhere 
put forth to interfere with either 
American ships or contraband goods, 
these few escapes from seizure cannot 
safely be relied upon as indicating her 
policy toward this commodity. Evi- 
dently no assurance of safety felt 
by shipmasters, it being reported as al- 
most impossible to secure tonnage for 
this traffic, and it is probable that

This suit was brought against the ad- 
vice of two successive Collectors at this 
port and two solicitors of the depart- 
ment, it being based upon an allegation 
of fraud on the part of the Lead Com- 
pany as the only ground on which suit 
could entered. It part of the 
Government records that five pounds of 
lead were imported where one Was ex- 
ported, and the motive for fraud is en- 
tirely lacking. For three years the 
suit has dragged along in the courts, 
trial having been repeatedly delayed by 
the plaintiff, who, when hearing is 
finally reached, promptly accepts a vol- 
untary non-suit, and leaves the de- 
fendant wholly in the dark as to even 
the motive of the litigation.

The remarkably mild weather experi- 
enced during the greater part of the 
month of March gave promise of an

The total number of wells completed 
in the States of New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania, West Virginia, Ohio and Indiana 
during the month of April was 474, 
which is an increase of eighty-nine as 
compared with the number completed 
during March. The total daily produc- 
tion of these wells at the close of the 
month was 8,570 barrels, which shows 
a decrease of 2,856 barrels. The average 
production of the April wells was but 
a little over twenty-nine and one-half 
barrels, which is an important decrease 
and is, of course, accounted for by the 
fact that very few wells were brought 
in showing much above the average 
production, the percentage of dry holes 
showing no important variation. The 
number of wells drilling at the close of 
the month was 466, which is an increase 
of three. The number of rigs in course 
of construction was 323, showing a de- 
crease of four, and the total amount of 
new work under way therefore, 
about the same as a month ago.

1898 presents some new features in ex- 
ports from this consular district. In 
many instances the augmentation is 
noticeable. In the year 1895 arsenic was 
exported to the United States to the 
value of $19,998.77. In 1896 the aggre- 
gate of such exports was $18,051.77. In 
the first two quarters of the year 1897 
no arsenic was: invoiced at this con- 
sulate, but during the last two quar- 
ters $29,225.14 worth of arsenic was for- 
warded to the United States. During 
the first quarter of 1898 the declared 
value of white arsenic at this consulate 
was $15,961.23.” 


All over China even the smallest 
market has its druggist shops, and all 
druggists’ shops profess to sell Ssu- 
ch’uan medicines; there is according- 
ly an enormous native trade in these 
articles. The value of the medicines, 
not including rhubarb, is returned at 
£95,000, as against £84,000 in 1896. Some 
of these medicines, such as the aconite 
root, Which (in the form of slices roast- 
ed and desiccated) is very popular as a 


drug for old men, are planted on the 
plains, but the great majority consist 
of the dried roots and stalks of va- 


rious wild mountain plants which pos- 
sess or are supposed to possess med- 
icinal properties and which are brought 
down from the northern and western 
frontiers of Ssu-ch'uan. 


There are quite a number of separate 
rate wars now in progress. In the first 
place there is the passenger rate war 
in the Northwest, which shows no signs 
of any cessation under present circum- 
stances.

N. W. D. A. and the Stamp Tax and 
Paris Green. 

The meeting of the Proprietary Goods 
Committee of the N. W. D. A., and 
other jobbers, which was held at Chi- 
cago on the 28th ult., and briefly re- 
ported in our last issue, was called by 
the chairman primarily to consider the 
situation contingent upon the passage 
of the Stamp Tax bill, now pending in 
Congress. As the case was urgent, and 
there was not sufficient time to arrange 
for a general conference of the trade, 
the chairman called the Proprietary 
Committee together by wire, at the 
same time inviting some other promi- 
nent jobbers from various points near 
Chicago to meet with the committee, in 
order that the meeting might be thor- 
oughly representative. As a result, the 
attendance included representatives of 
35 firms, besides a number of proxies. 
Among those represented were Fuller & 
Fuller Co., Lord, Owen & Co., Morrison, 
Plummer & Co., Peter Van Schaack & 
Sons, Robert Stevenson & Co., and 
Humiston, Kerling & Co., of Chicago;

In addition to the resolution referred 
to in our previous report, that the pro- 
prietors be urgently requested to take 
immediate action to protect dealers, in 
view of the proposed stamp tax, either 
by an advance in prices or by furnish- 
ing stamps to dealers for goods in stock, 
it was also 

Resolved, That the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the N. W. D. A. be requested 
to interview the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, after the bill becomes 
a law, for the purpose of securing such 
liberal interpretation of the provisions 
of the law as will be satisfactory to 
dealers. 


It was declared as the unanimous 
sense of the meeting: 
That on all proprietary articles, 


either domestic or foreign, on which 
the proprietor fails to afford protection, 
dealers should add the cost of the 
stamps to the price of the article. 

It was further resolved that a re- 
port of the action of this meeting be 
sent to all the wholesale druggists in 
the United States, and that they be re- 
quested to change their price lists to 
conform to this action, when the law 
goes into effect. 

After action was had on the above 
matters, the subject of paris green 
was brought forward for consideration, 
and the drug jobbers present expressed 
their sentiments vigorously regarding 
the price schedule recently issued by 
the Paris Green Association. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted by the 
jobbers present, acting for their re- 
spective firms in their individual ca- 
pacity, without any regard to their 
membership in any association or any 
committee, and by order of the meet- 
ing the same were telegraphed to the 
Paris Green Assocjation, viz, ;

Resolved, That, in view of the fact 
that the majority of the wholesale 
druggists have stood by the Paris 
3reen Association and placed their or- 
ders with said association without any 
price, with the expectation that they 
were to be allowed a reasonable profit, 
we protest against the rebate offered 
by the Paris Green Association, and re- 
spectfully insist upon their making it 
three (3) cents instead of one and a 
half (144) cents. 

‘ Resolved, further, That, if this is not 
done, we pledge ourselves in future to 







































purchase our paris green elsewhere, if 
possible.

This sub-com- 
mittee went to Washington on Wed- 
nesday to appear before the Finance 
Committee of the Senate.

Petroleum Briquettes in Germany. 

Joseph Kohlendorfer, of Landshut, 
javaria, has invented a new process for 
making petroleum briquettes, by which 
petroleum refuse is worked up in such a 
manner as to assume the form of solid 
substances, easily handled, and consti- 
tuting a cheap and convenient fuel. 

In this process, about 10 per cent. of 
soda lye, with 10 per cent. of any other 
kind of fatty matter—tallow, for in- 
stance—is heated in a boiler, either by 
superheated steam or the exclusion of 
sir, and enough petroleum refuse is add- 
ed to the heated mass to make up 100 
parts. This mixture is then heated, un- 
der constant stirring, for about an hour, 
the time varying with the mode and in- 
tensity of heating. Attention should be 
paid to prevent the temperature reach- 
ing the boiling point of petroleum, as in 
this case a large quantity of froth 
would form. In this incipient state of 
saponification, the mass acquires’ the 
property of taking up large quantities 
of fluid rock oil, and if this incorpora- 
tion proceeds too slowly or remains in- 
complete, it may be hastened by adding 
a little soda lye. The mixture is run 
into molds and allowed to cool, when it 
may be cut into pieces of any desired 
form. 

Coal dust, saw dust, or other refuse 
may be added during the process of 
manufacture, according to the use for 
which the briquettes are destined; and, 
if it should be desired to obtain a prod- 
uct of less consistency, the grease may 
oe entirely or partially replaced by resin 
or resin acid, the product in elther case 
having more than 80 per cent. of pe- 
troleum, more than 90 per cent. of com- 
bustible substances, and less than 5 per 
cent. of incombustible residue,—Con-

The War Tariff Measure. 


Washington, May 6, 1898. 

The Senate Finance Committee has 
taken up the war revenue bill, and has 
already begun its dissection in char- 
acteristically radical style. What 
form the bill willgfinally take when re- 
ported to the Senate cannot be pre- 
dicted, as much will depend vpon the 
events which emsue before the com- 
mittee has completed its deliberations. 
Already, however, some changes of 
importance to the commercial world 
have been made, and more are in con- 
templation. 

The most experienced observers in 
Congress do not look for the enact- 
ment of the revenue bill before the 15th 
inst., and as it will be open to amend- 
ment up to the hour of its passage, its 
final provisions will be governed very 
largely by the status of the war at the 
time it is put to a vote. 

The publication of the text of the bill 
has brought upon the Finance Com- 
mittee a flood of protests from manu- 
facturers and dealers throughout the 
country, and especially from firms en- 
gaged in the production of pharmaceut- 
ical preparations covered by the pro- 
viso of section 19, which says that 
“nothing in this section shall be con- 
Strued to exempt from stamp tax any 
medicinal articles, whether simple or 
compounded by any formula published 
or unpublished, which are put up in 
style and manner similar to that of 
patent or proprietary medicine in gen- 
eral, or Which have on their labels or 
Wrappers recommendations as reme- 
dies or specifics for any ailment, or as 
having any special proprietary claims 
to merit, or to any peculiar advantage 
in mode of preparation, quality, use or 
effect, etc.” With reference to the ap- 
Plication of this section, the committee 
has received the following letter from 
Frederick Stearns & Co., manufactur- 
ing pharmacists, of Detroit:

“Detroit is the largest trade centre 
for these ‘non secrets,’ four extensive 


laboratories being engaged in this busi- 


ness, and as the goods are marketed 
at from 25 to 50 per cent. lower figures 


than so-called ‘patent’ or trade-marked 
preparations, it is evident that a tax 
imposed on ‘non secrets’ would practi- 
cally destroy the business. 

“For example, ‘Hood’s Sarsaparilla’ 
sells at an established trade price of 
$8 per dozen, and is advertised to re- 
tail at $1 a bottle. A non secret sar- 
saparilla sells at #4 per dozen, the 
package being the same in size and 
presumably of equal merit. ‘Boschee’s 
German Syrup,’ a proprietary cough 
preparation, sells wholesale for $5. 
per dozen, whereas the non-secret 
‘Syrup of Tar and Wild Cherry,’ or 
‘Syrup White Pine Compound,’ same 
size, sell for $2.50 per dozen, although 
neither of them has an _ established 
selling price, the same being at the op- 
tion of the dealer, like counter pre- 
scriptions, which they are. 

“Such proprietary preparations, in- 
cluding perfumes, which we manufac- 
ture, we are willing to stamp in ac- 
cordance with regulations, but if ‘non- 
secrets’ are to be included it will ruin 
the business of at least a dozen labora- 
tories, and we do not see any possibl« 
way of imposing such a tax without 
compelling the retailer to stamp every 
bottle of mixture which leaves his 
store. Otherwise it would be umfair to 
the manufacturer, since many of these 
‘non-secrets’ are shipped in bulk, be- 
ing also made by the retailer himself, 
and retailed out the same as castor gil 
or spirits of camphor.” 

With reference to the features of the 
bill relating to proprietary remedies 
and toilet articles, the committee has 
received a communication from Mr. 
Charles Wright, of Charles Wright & 
Co., of Detroit, in which he says: 

“TIT am under the impression § that 
Chairman Dingley has not secured the 
kind of information that covers all the 
ground he intends to cover. During 
the past few years there have been 
many radical changes in pharmaceuti- 
cal preparations, a large portion of 
them being practically proprietary ar- 
ticles that would come within the pro- 
visions of the war revenue bill if the 
facts were known to the promoters of 
that measure. I think it is Mr. Ding- 
ley’s intention to spread a tax on pro- 
prietary remedies, but as I read the 
bill a large amount of the goods he 
wishes to reach will escape taxation.

trade-marked, for the reason that the 
manufacturers claim better protection 
under that feature of the common law 
relating to ‘priority rights.’ There are 
vast quantities of preparations put up 
under coined names, special labels and 
specially designed bottles, which re- 
ceive all the benefits of protection that 
are granted to a strictly proprietary 
article, but that are in every sense 
proprietary, and from which a very 
large revenue might be derived. 

“There was formerly no tax on what 
were called non-secret articles, viz., 
remedies put up bearing a printed for- 
mula, but there Is no reason why a 
prescription bearing a formula should 
not be taxed as well as any other. The 
goods I refer to are usually in bottles 
and packages (under a trade-mark de- 
sign), the sale of which is large. They 
embrace compressed tablets, pills, 
granules, medicated lozenges, capsules, 
effervescent salts, fluid extracts, elix- 
irs, and quantities of other things. The 
slightest encroachment on any of these 
packages, either as to label, bottle or 
Style of type, is at once defended by 
the proprietor on the ground of ‘pri- 
ority rights’ in his particular combina- 
tion. All these goods pay from 100 to 
300 per cent. profit, and can well af- 
ford to stand their share of the burden 
of taxation, 

“TI realize this plan would touch my 
pocket, but notwithstanding I think 
this class of goods should come within 
the provisions of Mr. Dingley’s bill, 
and would be placed there by him if he 
were fully acquainted with the facts. 

“The issue of one-half cent stamps 
for packages retailing for 10 cents or 
less would also bring a good revenue, 


this class of preparations, both in 
pharmaceutical and toilet, having in- 
creased during the past few years to 


enormous proportions.” 

Many manufacturers of druggists’ and 
grocers’ specialties who have examined 
the text of the bill are convinced that 
it will operate to impose a tax on flav- 
oring extracts. Against such a tax 
Messrs. Jennings & Smith, of Grand 
Rapids, have filed the following protest: 

“The situation as we view it is as fol- 
lows: Fully 95 per cent. of the consump- 
tion—in the number of bottles sold— 
is for extracts retailing at 5 cents to 
15 cents per bottle. 

“We are now paying a tax, as you 
well know, of over $2 per gallon on al- 
cohol, which enters largely into the 
manufacture of these goods. At the 
present time in trying to meet the de- 
mands by giving the consumer the 
greatest possible value for the price, 
profits are reduced, while the demands 
are not increased, owing to the large 
per cent. of families not buying even 
the 5-cent bottles where they formerly 
bought 25-cent bottles. You undoubt- 
edly understand the condition which 


brought about this state of things. In 
every town of any considerable size, 
and in many of the smailer ones, may 
be found concerns making flavoring ex- 
tracts. In many instances this work is 
carried on at the homes, and the goods 
sold from house to house by the ounce, 
in bulk, and filled into bottles that can 
be refilled, which condition affords a 
great possibility of avoiding the tax. It 
would certainly require an army of offi- 
cers to look after these family manu- 
facturers, who produce on a very small 
scale, and can easily remove from place 
to place, as they have nothing invested 
and they have no expense, 

“It is the existence of these small 
manufacturers that compels the grocer 
to sell low priced bottles, and the regu- 
lar established manufacturers, to meet 
the conditions, must necessarily give 
the greatest possible value to retail at 
the popular prices. For these reasons 
this special tax will be burdensome and 
damaging to most manufacturers, as 
there is not enough profit in the goods 
to justify it.” 

Many manufacturers and dealers are 
opposing the stamping of proprietary 
articles until actually sold in order to 
avoid a heavy loss on stamps placed on 
goods which become unsalable. This 
argument is set forth by a Western firm 
of wholesale druggists, who say: 

“If a stamp tax is placed upon pro- 
prietary medicines we should not be 
called upon to stamp these goods until 
they are sold from our house. If you 
will remember, when the stamps were 
placed on playing cards the Govern- 
ment required that all cards that were 
in the house should be stamped, and 
some of them were slow sellers, and 
had become obsolete. Notwithstanding 
that fact, we had to stamp them just 
the same. 

“On patent medicines, however, many 
articles have a sudden or spurting de- 
mand, and then die out, and becoine ab- 
solutely obsolete; no sale whatever, and 
we feel that ali goods we have on hand 
we should not be required to stamp un- 
til we sell them. Then the Government 
gets the benefit, but we certainly should 
not be called upon to stamp a lot of 
goods that we perhaps may never sell.” 

The proposition to impose a stamp 
tax on domestic and foreign mineral 
waters is being vigorously opposed by 
a committee representing the leading 
importers and the most prominent do- 
mestic bottlers, who are urging that if 
any tax is to be imposed it shall be re- 
duced to one-sixteenth cent per half 
pint, and multiples thereof for larger 
quantities; that foreign waters shall 
not be subject to the internal revenue 
tax, as they now pay a customs tax; 
and that in addition to providing for a 
tax on water in bottles tax shall also

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in siphons, jugs, jars, glass or metal 
carboys or portable metal fountains. In 
a statement filed by the representa- 
tives of this trade the following argu- 
ment is presented: 

‘Mineral waters, etc., if on the House 
bill basis of 1 cent per quart, would pay 
5 cents per gallon, and on foreign wa- 
ters this would be additional to the 
import duty, while the additional 
amount on beer is but 8% cents. All 
the beverages in question—domestic or 
foreign — are bottled in ‘commercial 
quarts,’ which are five to the gallon; 
pints and half-pints likewise figure out 
5 cents per gallon. 

“The cost of affixing stamps to kegs 
of beer is insignificant, as there are but 
but one to four stamps to be used for 
thirty-two gallons, while on mineral 
waters, if in quarts (5 to the gallon), 
160 stamps would have to be attached, 
320 if in pints and 640 if in half-pints, 
thus greatly increasing the relative cost 
of the tax. Mineral waters are similar- 
ly at a great disadvantage as compared 
to chewing gum, patent medicines, etc. 

“The cost of affixing stamps to im- 
ported mineral waters would be greater 
than that on the domestic, and amount 
at least to 1 cent per bottle for labor 
alone, thus increasing it over the House 
bill 100 per cent. on quarts, 200 per cent, 
on pints and 400 per cent. on half-pints. 

“The expensiveness of this labor, and 
the difficulty of keeping the stamp in- 
tact on this particular class of goods, 
will work a great hardship upon and 
endanger not only the importers, but 
many thousands of large and small do- 
mestic bottlers and the innumerable 
dealers throughout the Union. 

“Mineral ‘waters should not’ be 
classed with patent medicines, as these 
beverages are recognized by the medi- 
cal fraternity as proper and suitable 
therapeutic agents, and which, valuing 
them highly, they extensively pre- 
scribe, as demonstrated by the worthy 
petitions they have presented to Con- 
gress relative thereto. 

“If all waters are not eliminated 
from the tax bill, as they should be, 
foreign waters, at least, should be ex- 
empted, for reasons already given, and 
consideration is especially asked for 
the following figures:

Department of 
logical Survey) report 
gives the estimated sale of

domestic quart bottles—natural and ar- 
tificial—which if taxed at 4 cent per 
quart would give the enormous sum of 
$2,000,000 per annum, and to this must 
be added the immense number of bot- 
tles of lemonade, ginger ale, ete., not 
included in this calculation. The do- 
mestic product alone will therefore 
give as much revenue as, if not more 
than, the Ways and Means Committee 
had expected from both foreign and 
domestic.”’

London Indigo Sales. 


The second quarterly sale of the year 
commenced on Monday, April 18, with 
a declaration of 9,200 chests, of which 
425 chests have been withdrawn and 
not printed, leaving 8,775 chests to be 
brought forward, classified in compari- 


son with the corresponding sale last 
year, as follows:

This assortment includes a capital se- 
lection of Bengal suitable for home 
trade purposes, and a fair quantity of 
good and fine. The Oude offering is 
made up almost entirely of old stock, 
nearly all the new goods having been 
shipped to other markets. Bimlipatam 
is in small supply and of about average 
quality. Kurpah continues compara- 
tively searce, the Suez and Japanese 































































































































and very little low. Madras is also 
supply, but the variety Is 
fairly good. Imports of figs for the first 
quarter of the year fell to 41, against 
726 chests, consequently there is only a 
restricted show of this class, the falling 
off being most noticeable in Hoody. 
After the January sales the demand 
was good, and a very steady business 
was transacted in Bengal, Oude and 
Kurpah at rather firmer prices. Some 
fine parcels were also realized for Rus- 
sia at full rates. When the large dec- 
larations for the current sales were 
made known there was a lull, buyers 
trying to hold off until the sales, but 
lately inquiry has revived, and some 
lots have been cleared from the cata- 
logues. A satisfactory feature has been 
that deliveries have, in many instances, 
directly followed sales, indicating that 
stocks in the hands of consumers are 
practically exhausted. It has been the 
custom in recent years for some lead- 
ing buyers to keep well ahead with 
their holdings; indeed, following a fa- 
vorable sale, it has not been at all un- 
usual to find a dyer or a calico printer 
with a twelve months’ supply of indigo 
in his storeroom. Last year, for rea- 
sons already sufficiently familiar, with 
almost one accord these holders deter- 
mined to work out their reserves. This 
process naturally caused a great slack- 
ening of demand, but its ultimate effect 
cannot fail to be highly beneficial in in- 
suring a more regular and stable mar- 
ket, with quicker clearances. The last 
Calcutta season was probably the most 
disastrous on record for the planters. 
In addition ‘to the falling off in quan- 
tity the quality was so deficient as to 
justify the computation of a leading 
Calcutta house that the total yield of 
coloring matter was fully 33 per cent. 
below the average. Then the average 
prices obtained were the poorest ever 
known, whilst the course of exchange 
throughout the season was also against 
the seller. As the authority previously 
quoted clearly puts it, “Europe and 
America will receive from Calcutta 
about £900,000 worth of indigo, against 
an average of £1,750,000 annually dur- 
ing the last 25 years.’’ Whilst producers 
have thus fared so badly, consumers 
have been reaping the benefit. Side by 
side with a diminished supply, prices 
for many sorts have been unprecedently 
iow. One of the chief contributing 
causes of this extraordinary situation 
has been the depressing effect of the 
excessive stocks in London. Improved 
deliveries and decreased shipments are 
rectifying this, and it is safe to predict 
that not many months hence the Lon- 
don stock will be considerably. below 
the average. As the continent has 
taken far less than its actual require- 
ments direct from Calcutta, it is an- 
ticipated that London will see a brisker 
export demand during the next nine 
months than for some years past. Al- 
together the opinion does not seem un- 
reasonable that consumers would be 
very well advised to avail themselves 
whilst they have the opportunity of the 
present values and choice. Indications 
for new crop are so far favorable. De- 
liveries, January 1 to March 1: 1898, 
3,875 chests; 1897, 3,753 chests. Stocks, 
April 16: 1898, 17,427 chests; 1897, 22,803 
chests. 

The sale opened with a full attend- 
ance of home and Continental buyers, 
and showed a good demand throughout 
at previous rates. Occasionally, when 
sellers forced realization, parcels were 
sold rather cheap. 

At the close of the sales on Wednes- 
day, the final figures were: Total with- 
drawn and bought in, 7,628 chests; sold 
in auction, 1,572, to which are added 688 
sold privately from withdrawals, mak- 
ing total sold, 2,260 chests. Lowest and 
highest prices realized were: Bengal, 
2s. 5d.@3s.; Oudes, 1s. 84.@3s. 4d.; Bim- 
lipatam, 1s. 6d.@3s. 2d.; Kurpah, 1s. 5d. 
@2s. 6d.; Madras, 8d.@2s. 6d. per Ib. 
There were no figs sold.—Chemical

REFINED.—The prevailing war with 
Spain continues to inject a new ele- 
ment into our cotton oil market, in 
common with other staple products 
and to a certain extent the real situa- 
tion of cotton oil is being masked by 
the hopes and fears of buyers and sell- 
ers; or, We might say, of buyers only, 
for the attitude of holders of oil is one 
of supreme indifference, born of a con- 
fidence that higher values must rule 
whether the war be short or pro- 
longed. The European demand, which 
has raised prices from 22%c. to 24%c, 
for prime summer yellow, had its origin 
in the fears of European consumers 
that the sources of supplies might be 
affected by the hostilities. From their 
point of view, then, an early cessation 
of hostilities would mean easier mar- 
kets, and possibly lower prices. Yet 
nothing could be further from the real 
probabilities they must suggest 
themselves from a study of the actual 
situation. When war broke out the 
American holder took exactly the op- 
posite point of view from that of the 
European consumer. The former had 
through the last few years’ experience 
pretty nearly arrived at the conclusion 
that any startling occurrence that 
might take place must affect cotton oil 
unfavorably, and the urgent European 
demand for shipment in the last week 
of April found many of our holders 
prepared to let the buyer have the 
goods without any material advance in 
price, especially as exporters argued 
that ocean freights were so high that 
buyers abroad could not be induced to 
pay the advance in ocean freights and 
a big advance in oil at the same time.

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Petroleum in Burma 


The current number of the Memoirs 
of the Geographical Survey of India 
consists of an interesting monograph 
on the occurrence of petroleum in Bur- 
ma, from the pen of Dr, Fritz. Noet- 
ling. The present production of Bur- 
ma is a little over a quarter of a mil- 
lion barrels. So far, therefore, the an- 
ticipations as regards the petroleum 
production of Upper Burma have not 
been realized. The most important 
field has been thoroughly tested, and 


Dr. Noetling doubts whether the future 
will show any considerable increase. 
The localities where petroleum is 


known to occur, spread over a consid- 
erable area, all the localities being sit- 
uated on the top of anticlinal arches. 
The oil occurs in beds of miocene age, 
and its occurrence seems to be limited 
to a zone of about forty miles in 
breadth, which runs along the eastern 
side of the Arrakan Yoma. As regards 
the chemical composition of the oil, 
much remains to be investigated, be- 
cause no detailed analysis has yet been 
made. From a commercial point of 
view, the approximate average compo- 


sition of Burma petroleum is as fol- 
lows:

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The methods of mining employed are 
exceedingly primitive, there being not 
the slightest difference in the method 
of sinking an oil wll a hundred years 
ago and that at present used. A hole 
6% feet square is dug and lined with 
wooden square set timbering. The 
tools used for digging consist chiefly 
of a chisel-shaped iron shoe fixed to 
a heavy club-shaped wooden handle. 
The iron shoe is round, slightly tapered 
and ends in a_ double-pointed edge. 
This tool can, of course, be used only 
in the softest strata. When hard beds 
are encountered, a lump of iron, weigh- 
ing 150 pounds, pierced at the upper 
end, to allow a rope to pass, is sus- 
pended from a beam laid across the 
well. The rope is then cut and the 
iron falls with sufficient force to pro- 
duce a considerable hole in the hard 
rock. As the fall of the iron is so di- 
rected that it eventually strikes every 
point of the bottom, the bed is broken 
through, but not without great loss of 
time, for every time the weight has 
fallen a man is obliged to go down and 
fasten it to the rope, that it may be 
hauled up again. The appliances used 
for raising the material are a rude 
windlass, a leather rope and an ordi- 
nary earthen pot. The miners are low- 
ered by a strong rope, which ends in 
two slings, through which the miner’s 
legs pass. At a given signal the coolies 
holding the other end of the rope grad- 
ually lower the miner into the well. 
The work of hauling him up again is 
facilitated by an inclined plane, down 
which the coolies, often eleven in num- 
ber, run, thus pulling him up more by 
their weight than by their physical 
strength. As the time the miner stays 
below is very limited, on account of 
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the noxious gases, he would not have 
time, coming from the bright glare of 
day, to get his eyes accustomed to the 
darkness. By having his eyes pre- 
viously tied up, he is enabled to see 
when down in the well. Before going 
down he puts on a quaint cap of palm 
leaves to protect his head from falling 
stones. The most remarkable feature 
is the exceedingly small percentage of 
useful time during which the man is 
engaged in digging. It varies from 18 
to 10 per cent. of the total time. This 
applies, of course, to wells that have 
reached the oil-bearing strata. In the 
upper strata a man may stay down 
for hours without being troubled for 
want of air. The cost of a well up to 
250 feet may be estimated at 1,200 ru- 
pees. 

Since 1888 there has been a great in- 


crease in the number of productive 
wells, in their depth and in their out- 
put. Although this seems to indicate 


a prosperous condition of the oil fields, 
it is not really so, because the increase 
has been the result of the sinking of 
a number of new wells in a district 
hitherto but little worked. On the other 
hand, those wells situated in the older 
parts of the field, which formerly sup- 
plied the production, show a distinct 
decline in yield, notwithstanding their 
increased depth.—American Manufac- 
turer.

To Distinguish Genuine Oil of 
Turpentine. 

The Royal Prussian Minister of }1- 
nance gives the following testing 
method for use in the Custom Houses: 
If chlorhydric acid of 1.19 specific 
gravity (fuming hydrochloric acid) or 
English sulphuric acid is added to oil 
of turpentine, the acids collect at the 
bottom of the vessel and the oil of tur- 
pentine floats on the acids. The two 
liquids do not mix, and the one is not 
appreciably soluble in the other. Thus 
it is that only the slight quantity of 
the two fluids contained in the border- 
ing surfaces come into contact and act 
upon one another, Hence the effects of 
the action are inconsiderable. 


But if the fluids are mixed together 
the action becomes more animated. If 
hydrochloric acid and oil of turpentine 
be used, they may be shaken diligent- 
ly in a test tube. The liquid becomes 
slightly heated. In case English sul- 
phuric acid be used, the two fluids must 
not be agitated together, because too 
violent an action and too great a rise 
of temperatuse would result. 

Although the action of the sulphuric 
acid is more energetic, yet the use of 
hydrochloric acid is preferable, because 
English sulphuric acid becomes also 
heated with other substances, which do 
not heat hydrochloric acid. 

If a test tube is filled with one- 
third hydrochloric acid of 1.19 specific 
gravity, adding, adding a like volume 
of oil of turpentine, and the glass is 
closed with the thumb and diligently 
agitated five seconds, the temperature 
rises about 25 degrees (C.), and a strong 
odor of camphor is perceptible. 

No chlorhydric acid of 1.19 specific 
gravity (fuming acid) being at hand, 
two-thirds of the volume of English 
sulphuric acid may slowly be added to 
hydrochloric acid of 1.12 specific grav- 
ity (not vice versa), shaking and allow- 
ing to cool off, and this mixture may be 
used instead of the fuming hydro- 
chloric acid.—Kolonialw. Zeitung.

In order to have time to inspect the 
laboratories it was moved and seconded 
that the last three papers should be 
postponed to the next meeting, and 
after passing a vote of thanks to Dr, 
Chandler and the authorities of the 
university, a tour of the chemical de- 
partment laboratories was made.

en in advance, with time for properly 
shaping him to fit his future useful- 
ness in one of these admirably arranged 
laboratories.

A large tank steamer for carrying oil 
will soon be launched for the Standard 
Oil Company at the Roach Shipyard,in 
Chester, Pa. The capacity will be 720,- 
000 gallons of oil, and the ship will cost 
$250,000. The dimensions are: Length 
over all, 254 feet; beam, 40 feet; engines, 
1,500 horse power; speed, 12 knots per 
hour. The ship was designed by John 
Haug, of Philadelphia. The tanks are 
arranged fore and aft, with the ma- 
chinery and men’s quarters amidships, 
A longitudinal bulkhead divides the 
tank space in half, and three water- 
tight cross bulkheads, forward and aft, 
make 12 main tank divisions. To pre- 
vent the oil from reaching the fires by 
leakage two wells are situated, one on 
either side of the machinery space, and 
these are filled with water. Each well 


can be pumped out from the deck 
through a small tank capping each 
well. Extension tanks on deck, con- 
nected with the main tanks, take up 


any surplus oil shifted by the rolling of 
the ship, and keep the main tanks al- 
ways full. Large vent hatches cap 
each of ithe deck tanks and provide a 
means for the escape of gas. Four 
filling mains connect with the deck 
tanks, and through these mains oil 
will be pumped into the tanks at the 
company’s docks. Arrangements are 
also made for carrying and burning 
fuel oil.

LINSEED OIL REFINING BY CENTRIFU- 


GAL FORCE, 


The elimination of the solid fatty 
acids, residual fats and the moisture 
contained in linseed oil, freshly ex- 


tracted from the crushed flaxseed, and 
at a temperature below zero, as per 
process described in our previous pa- 
per, is the method that will most like- 
ly solve the problem of how to impart 
mechanically to the oil the ripeness and 
other desirable features that varnish 
makers require, and that have hitherto 
been obtainable only by long standing 
in storage tanks. 

Other mechancial processes have been 
tried, but without much success. 

Among the applications to which lin- 
seed oil has been submitted with a view 
to eliminate the residual fats mechani- 
cally, is the Centrifugal Extractor, such 
as is used to separate the fat from the 
milk. 

Milk is an emulsion 
water, butter-fat, casein, milk-sugar 
and a little mineral matter. These sub- 
stances being of different specific grav- 
ity can be separated by centrifugal 
force. A centrifugal extractor running 
at a speed of from 3,000 to 4,000 revolu- 
tions per minute, will be capable of sep- 
arating the cream from 150 to 200 gals. 
of milk an hour. The separation of the 
butter-fat, casein, milk-sugar and other 
substances, however, will not be com- 
plete. The milk, it is true, will be 
skimmed very closely, but some of the 
fat will remain; very little, it is admit- 
ted, and the operation of separating the 
fats from the water is considered as 
satisfactory for all practical purposes. 
So far, therefore, as milk is concerned, 
centrifugal separation is a success.

It is otherwise, however, with the 
separation of solid fats, mucilage, etc., 
from the pure linolein in linseed oil. 


Hence it is that the process that is ap- 
plicable to milk does not equally apply 
in the case of linseed oil, and the reason 
for this seems to be that in milk the 
difference between the specific gravity 
of the cream and the water is far great- 
er than the difference in the specific 
gravity of linolein and that of mucilage 
= the other fats contained in linseed 
oil. 

The composition of milk, while differ- 
ing greatly from that of linseed oil 
when the “whole milk” is considered, 
presents, however, some points of re- 
semblance with the latter when the 
water is eliminated. The semi-fluid fat 
of the milk is then no longer an emul- 
sion, but, as in oils, we have practically 
the same substance, i. e., a complex 
fatty compound composed of margar- 
ine, oleine, fatty acids and volatile fats, 
while chemical analysis has revealed 
the presence of capric, caprylic and 
butyric acids. 

Mention was made of the possibility 
of refining linseed oil by centrifugal 
force fifteen years ago. Brannt confirms 
it in his work on vegetable fats and oils 
(edition 1888) as giving favorable re- 
sults, but it is the writer's impression 
that no practical use can be made of 
the centrifugal separator in the refin- 
ing of linseed oil, because of the very 
slight difference existing between the 
specific gravity of the residual fats and 
that of the pure linolein, as stated in a 
foregoing paragraph. 

There is another reason for this, and 
it is precisely the reason that prevents 
the successful operation of filtering lin- 
seed oil through a filter press at the 
normal temperature, and much less so 
att the temperature that would be devel- 
oped in a centrifugal separator running 
at the speed of 4,000 revolutions a min- 
ute. 

The reason why all the fat cannot be 
eliminated from the water in the milk 
by the use of centrifugal force is be- 
cause casein exists in milk, partly in 
the state of emulsion and partly in that 
of solution caused by an alkaline reac- 
tion, just as in linseed oil the mucilage 
exists partly in the form of a flaky 
precipitate in suspension and partly in 
a state of solution. In milk the casein 
can be precipitated by an acid and then 
separated either by filtration or by cen- 
trifugal separation, but this only when, 
through a chemical process, the solid 
fats have been separated from the 

liquid principle. ; 

In recent years many industrial ap- 
plications of centrifugal machines have 
been made for the purpose of separat- 
ing solids from liquids or of liquids 
from liquids. Such applications have 


been extended to the separation of sol- 
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ids from solids, of solids from gases 
and even of liquids from gases. But in 
the case of linseed oil it seems that not 
even the separation of the water from 
the oii can be practically and success- 
fully effected by centrifugal force. 
Whether this is to be attributed to the 
partial solubility of the mucilage con- 
tained in linseed oil is not quite clear. 
But it is certain that to the writer’s 
knowledge, no centrifugal machine has 
ever been constructed capable of suc- 
cessfully separating the residual fats 
from freshly made linseed oil. More 
than this, it is certain that no such ma- 
chine is even capable of separating an 
emulsion composed of 80 per cent. of 
linseed oil and 20 per cent. of water. 
The process of refining linseed oil by 


centrifugal force, while seemingly cor- 


rect in theory, is not applicable in prac- 
tice, and, like the filter-press, the fault 
is not with the apparatus but its failure 
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which acrolein is formed, the original 
flaxseed odor is destroyed. The odor of 
oil so treated resembles that of boiled

These questions, 
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EXPERIMENT IN LINSEED OIL REFINING BY CENTRIFUGAL FORCE,

It may be that the refining of linseed 
oil by centrifugal force in a satisfac- 
tory manner is within the possibilities 
of the future. But for the past three 
years the writer has conducted experi- 
ments to that end, with centrifugal sep- 
arators of the most improved construc- 
tion, without securing practical success. 
LINSEED OIL REFINING BY ALTERNATE 

TEMPHPRATURES. 

The experiment conducted with a 
class tube containing linseed oil and 
placed over the gas flame of a Bunsen 
burner has shown the effect of a sudden 
rise of temperature on the oil, viz., the 
production of a flaky and mucilaginous 
substance that floats near the surface 
when the temperature is maintained 
above that of the boiling point. 

On this principle certain processes of 
refining linseed oil have been based. 
The operation of bringing the linseed 
oil suddemly from the normal temper- 
ature of the atmosphere to a heat of 
500 to 550 degrees Fah. being impracti- 
cable when large quantities have to be 
treated, special devices have been sub- 
stituted for that purpose to take the 
place of the copper varnish kettle or 


the stationary oil boiling kettle, in 
which the temperature can only be 
raised slowly and gradually. For in- 


stance, in such special device, the oil is 
heated suddenly by passing through a 
worm surrounded by a sand bath capa- 
ble of developing a heat above 350 deg., 
passing to another spiral worm that is 
immersed in cold water, as is the case 
with condensers. 

By this operation the oil is freed from 
its moisture and the alternate effect of 
heat and cold exerts a noticeable ef- 
fect on the chlorophyl, whereby the oil 
becomes lighter in color. It is a ques- 
tion, however, whether the proportion 
of “foots” that is removed by this 
method justifies such additional opera- 
tion and special treatment. 

It is to be remembered that, in all 
processes where the linseed oil is sub- 
mitted to a temperature above that at 


subject of linseed oil bleaching is taken 


up—a classification to which they be- 


long, rather than to that of mechanical 
refining. 

TREATING LINSEED OIL BY STEAM. 

Certain vegetable olls can be refined 
by the direct action of live steam, this 
latter forming with them a temporary 
emulsion. The water subsequently sep- 
arates from the oil, forming a layer at 
the bottom, precipitating with it some 
of the impurities in the oil, and the 
greater part of the mucilage. 

This process, while applicable to 
poppy, rapeseed and peanut oils, does 
not apply to linseed oil, and even 
should it produce better results, so far 
as the elimination of the mucilage or 
other fats are concerned, it presents 
the serious drawback of saturating the 
linseed oil with moisture—a most objec- 
tionable element in paint and varnish 
making. Dampness in linseed oil re- 
duces its dissolving power for gums and 
resins, and its miscibility with pigments 
also. 

For this reason the process of refin- 
ing linseed oll mechanically by steam 
emulsification, as reeommended in some 
treatises, is not practicable, while so 
far as other vegetable oils are con- 
cerned it has become obsolete, and is no 
longer in keeping with the progress of 
the times. The only rational applica- 
tion of live steam during the treatment 
of linseed oil is for the elimination of 
the acid after the oil has been chemic- 
ally bleached by sulphuric or other min- 
eral acid process. This will be further 
described when we reach, in this series, 
the process of linseed oil bleaching. 

FLAXSEED ODOR IN LINSEED OIL. 

Anyone familiar with linseed oil can 
recognize at once its peculiar odor, 
which is that of crushed flaxseed, large- 
ly intensified. For all practical pur- 
poses linseed oil can be considered as a 
type of fixed oils, but this is only true 
when it is at the ordinary temperature 
and not when it is heated. 

The cold pressure process oil has a 
stronger flaxseed odor than that ex- 
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tracted by the hot pressure process, 
and as to boiled linseed oil, it has lost 
entirely its original flaxseed smell. 

The odor of flaxseed being the means 
by which this oil is recognized from 
other oils of a vegetable nature, when 
tried by the organoleptic test or the 
sense of smell, special mention of it 
may not be out of place in this series. 

The original flaxseed odor is so 
strong and characteristic that it is rec- 
ognizable from that of any other vege- 
table oil; and like any other odor, it is 
produced by the exhalation of a vola- 
tile principle. Fossil resins, such as 
Zanzibar and other copals, contain a 
similar principle, which, however, is 
not noticeable at the ordinary temper- 
ature, but manifests itself in a bal- 
samic or an aromatic odor during the 
process of gum melting. Strictly speak- 
ing, therefore, linseed oil should be 
considered as a fixed oil, containing a 
volatile principle similar to that which 
exhales from the perfume of flowers at 
the ordinary temperature; but while it 
is true that most of the odors or per- 
fumes produced by flowers and plants 
can be synthetically reproduced by 
artificial means, no attempt has eve 
been made to either concentrate or re- 
produce the odor of linseed oil for com- 
mercial or industrial purposes. 

The fact that the original flaxseed 
odor of linseed oil can be entirely elim- 
inated by heat needs no further demon- 
stration, and it stands as a common 
sense proposition that it can be elim- 
inated in vacuum entirely without heat- 
ing the oil, and therefore without being 
destroyed. 

A continuous current of air passing 
through linseed oil will carry with it 
most of the flaxseed odor without pro- 
ducing acrolein. The continuous appli- 
cation of heat produced by direct fire 
will eliminate ‘the flaxseed odor, while 
producing acrolein. Even the applica- 
tion of live steam to linseed oil will 
eliminate the original flaxseed odor, de- 
veloping an acrid smell so peculiar in 
boiled oil. 

The affinity of fats for the volatile 
principles that constitute the odor of 
flowers and other aromatic or balsamic 
perfumes is well known. 

If, in a box containing a_ certain 
quantity of rose petals, we place a dish 
or layer of tallow, butter, vegetable oil 
or other fat and let it stand over night, 
it will be found on the following day 
that all the perfume of the roses has 
been absorbed by ‘the fat. The roses 
will be odorless while such fat will be 
strongly scented. 

It is on this principie that the man- 
ufacture of many articles in perfumery 
which are produced without distillation 
or the use of essences is based. 

Even at the ordinary temperature the 
flaxseed odor in freshly made linseed 
oil can be destroyed, and such destruc- 
tion is not merely due to the action of 
oxygen alone, as generally believed, but 
chiefly to the action of light. Exposure 
to oxygen and light combined develop 
this action to the maximum degree. 

If cottonseed oil, or any other vegeta- 
ble oil, is exposed in an open glass jar 
to sunlight, a chemical action will be 
produced, the chlorophy] will be partly 
destroyed, and if the exposure lasts 
long enough the natural color of the oil 
will completely disappear; in fact, the 
oil will be thoroughly bleached. 

This is but one of the many manifes- 
tations of what has been termed the 
“Chemistry of Light,’’ the most strik- 
ing of which is that which is utilized in 
photography. 

In the case now under consideration 
the effect of light is to destroy not only 
the color of the oil, but also its natural 
odor, and if we had operated with lin- 
seed oil instead of cottonseed oil, the 
result, although delayed, would have 
been practically the same. Sunlight de- 
velops the rancidity and by so doing de- 
stroys the odoriferous principle of the 
flaxseed in linseed oil. However, this 
destructive action of light is very slow 
in linseed oil, whereas it is very rapid 
in the case of cottonseed oil. In linseed 
oil the chlorophyl, or natural yellow col- 
oring substance, yields first to the ac- 
tion of light. But in cottonseed oil it is 
precisely the reverse. In the latter oil 
the rancid element first becomes mani- 
fest, evidently caused by a process of 
oxidation. As to whether this oxidation 
is due to the decomposition of the free 
fatty acids or to the freeing of glycer- 
ine or some other cause has never been 
elucidated. 

MEASURING THE INTENSITY OF FLAX- 
SEED ODOR IN LINSEED OIL. 
Although the sense of smell is not 
sufficient to comparatively estimate the 
intensity of the flaxseed odor in differ- 
ent samples of raw linseed oil, so as to 
form an idea as to their degree of pur- 
ity, it is possible, by the use of this

during the process of oil extraction. 
Improvements in the construction of 


the comparatively new instrument 
ealled the ‘“olfactometer,’’ an instru- 
ment which is successfully used in 


measuring the intensity of the perfume 
of flowers and essential oils, may some 
day solve the problem of measuring ac- 
curately the intensity of the flaxseed 
odor in two samples of raw linseed oil. 
But up to the present time ‘the only 
value of the olfactometer in oil vehicles 
and solvents for the purpose specified 
in the above applies wholly to its use in 
essential oils. 

We owe to Mesnard a discovery that 
enables us to ascertain the intensity of 
odors in oil of turpentine, and thereby 
estimate by comparative tests the de- 
gree of purity of two samples of this oil. 

Turpentine has this peculiar property 
that if a current of air is passed 
through it and thus charged with its 
odor or vapor such a current will ex- 
tinguish the phosphorescence of phos- 
phorus. 

To this remarkable discovery may be 
attributed at some future day the con- 
struction of a simple and handy device 
whereby the oil buyer, the paint or var- 
nish maker may be able to ascertain 
the degree of purity of turpentine oil, 
a product which he uses so extensively, 
and the test of which baffles at times 
the best expert. 

If we dissolve a small quantity of 
phosphorus is some sulphide of car- 
bon and then place in that solution a 
lump of cornstarch, the latter will at 
once absorb the solution; the sulphide 
of carbon will evaporate, leaving the 
dry lump of cornstarch thoroughly sat- 
urated with phosphorus. Such a 
starch so treated and placed in a glass 
case will show in the dark great phos- 
phorescence, but if we introduce into 
the case a current of turpentine vapor 
the glow of the phosphorus will cease 
the moment that the air in the case has 
become saturated with the turpentine 
vapors. The exact quantity of turpen- 
tine required to produce such a result 
could therefore be graduated, enabling 
the comparative tests of different sam- 
ples to be made. 

The flaxseed odor of linseed oil can be 
magnified by the use of an instrument 
recently invented and called the “‘scen- 
tograph.”’ This apparatus is intended 
to act on odors and perfumes in the 
way that a microscope is used to detect 
infinitely small bodies. A mere drop of 
benzine or any other essential oil, if 
placed on the receiver of the scento- 
graph will produce an overpowering 
sense of smell when the nostril is ap- 
plied to the nosepiece, and the differ- 
ent odors that are characteristic of well 
known oils contained in an oil mixture 
will be noticeable. One drop of ben- 
zine in linseed oil could be detected by 
the use of this device, and acrolein, if 
present, it matters not in how small 
proportion, would be noticeable. 

The special mention here made of the 
facts recited in the feregoing is intend- 
ed to show that no mean advantages 
may be derived from the use of the or- 
ganoleptic tests in the study of oils. In- 
deed, it is no flight of fancy to assert 
that in the near future the average 
man will be provided with sufficiently 
accurate appliances to guide him in the 
selection of oils and in the detection of 
oil mixtures that are now beyond the 
reach of organic chemistry. 
LINSEED OIL AND SPONTANEOUS 

BUSTION. 

The causes of spontaneous combus- 
tion generally attributable to linseed 
oil are well known, but it is not so gen- 
erally known that, under certain condi- 
tions, some dry colors or pigments, par- 
ticularly chemically pure Prussian blue 
and even some mineral substances, 
such, for instance, as Fuller’s earth, 
are most dangerous elements of spon- 
taneous combustion. 

Any vegetable or mineral substance 
possessing a considerable absorbing 
power for an oil will, when sprinkled 
with it, cause a sudden absorption of 
oxygen from the air, and this is not 
only true in the case of drying oils, but 
with non-drying oils also, and even with 
water. 

Compression is a great help to devel- 
op spontaneous combustion, while the 
grinding of Prussian blue in linseed oil 
through a burr-stone mill will develop 
sufficient heat to sometimes cause spon- 
taneous combustion. This is particular- 
ly the case when the Prussian blue has 
been oxidized by the means of nitric 
acid and this latter has not been thor- 
oughly washed out before the process of 
drying. 

An accumulation of vegetable matter 
in a finely pulverized condition, when 
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accidentally brought in contact with a 
small quantity of oil, causes spontane- 
ous combustion, and it is not only the 
oxidizing action of the oil which gen- 
erates the heat that may finally result 
in ignition, but even water has a like 
effect. 

Examples of spontaneous combustion 
caused by water or compression or both 
are frequent occurrences in many man- 
ufacturing industries. 

Any vegetable or woody fibre, flour 
dust or saw dust, when heaped in large 
piles will, if sprinkled with water, soon 
develop an intense heat. A bale of cot- 
ton if exposed to rain for just a few 
minutes will absorb sufficient moisture 
to cause spontaneous combustion, Grain 
in elevators, corn stored in large ware- 
houses or starch accumulated in large 
heaps, even without coming in contact 
with moisture, cause the production of 
heat. 

Spontaneous combustion being due to 
intense and rapid oxidation, of 
course, accelerated when the liquid that 
causes it is a drying oil, such as lin- 
seed, poppy or walnut oil; but, as al- 
ready stated, non-drying oils, such as 
cottonseed and even mineral oils and 
lubricants, although not so energetic in 
their action, are also capable of pro- 
ducing intense heat, and spontaneous 
combustion. Illustrations of this fact 
are frequently supplied by journal drip- 
pings on saw dust or oil wastes. 

Refiners of cottonseed oil who use the 
Fuller’s earth process are well aware 
that it is dangerous to leave the resid- 
ual cakes of the compressed Fuller’s 
earth exposed in a heap after their re- 
moval from the filter press, and this 
lengthy record of facts concerning 
spontaneous combustion may here be 
closed with the statement that more 
than one fire has been caused in paint 
factories by the use of saw dust for 
drying or cleaning the tin cans prior to 
labeling.

Determination of the Quality of Dry- 
ing Oils, Ete. 
BY A. GAWALOWSKI, 


With reference to the valuable con- 
tribution of M. Weger I beg to submit 
below a short note on a method long 
since worked out by me for the direct 
weighing of the decrease or increase 
which oils, varnishes, etc., show on 
treatment with air. I hope to be able 
to give more particulars soon. 

About 5-8 grams of the sample are 
spread on a platinum sheet previously 
dried and weighed, about 4 cm. broad 
and 15 cm. long (the thickness being 
very slight) in such a manner that both 
surfaces, amounting to about 120 square 
centimeters, are covered with a thin 
layer of oil. 

Now fold the platinum band together 
spirally, shove it into a drying tube be- 
tween two loose pads of platinized as- 
bestos and ascertain the weight once 
more, 

By means of an aspirator or in any 
other suitable manner cold pre-dried 
air free from carbonic acid is sucked or 
blown through for two to three weeks, 
which, upon its exit, is subjected to a 
quantitative analysis for the amount of 
water (moisture) and carbonic acid in 
the usual manner. 

If no increase of weight of the water 
and carbonic acid absorption-apparatus 
takes place any more the experiment is

The inspector continues to report 
light arrivals, although inspections in 
for the past six days somewhat exceed- 
ed those for the week before, having 
aggregated 48 cars, aS against 40 cars 
last week and 18 two weeks ago. These

regular No. 1 and four of rejected. 
Only one car (632 bushels local) has 
been inspected out during the period 
under consideration, as contrasted with 
6,066 bushels during the six days pre- 
ceding, and 17,207 the week before 
that.

On the corresponding date in 1896 
stocks at these three points were offi- 
cially reported as 3,023,822 bushels. 

Both cash seed and futures have ad- 
vanced during the last six days; three 
cents as to flax on track and to go to 
store, with the same appreciation in 
the May option. September rose 5c., 
and exhibited considerable strength at 
the close. Trading in cash seed was 
chiefly confined to No. 1 Northwestern, 
although ordinary No. 1 has been main- 
ly quoted at about the same figures. 
Scarcely two dozen cars of cash seed 
were reported sold on ’Change, the 
market opening at $1.30 and steadily 
advancing to $1.33. The interest gener- 
ally focused on May. Of this future 
there were reported sales of about 180,- 
000 bushels at $1.30@1.33, the market 
steadily advancing. There were also 
a few exchanges of May for June at 
1 cent. discount for the latter. Most 
of the buying of May seemed to ema- 
nate from the short interest, yet there 
was no such manifestation of anxiety 
as to indicate an oversold market. De- 
liveries on the first of the month were 
approximately a half million bushels, 
most, if not all, of which was presum- 
ably taken by the National Company. 
This represents about 70 per cent. of 
the seed in store here and a pretty fair 
proportion of the visible Northwestern 
supply after the shipments from Du- 
luth to Lake Erie ports shall have 
been completed. As the weeks go by, 
it looks more and more as though the 
remainder of this year’s crop was held 
in but few hands, and those sufficiently 
strong to hold it. “And after us, 
what?” Just why September should 
have taken such a sharp upward turn, 
both here and at Duluth, is more or less 
a matter for conjecture. In this mar- 
ket it opened at $1.13% and closed at 
$1.18%, without a setback in its up- 
ward trend. Reported sales aggregated 
about 170,000 bushels. The tone of the

FLAXSEED AT DULUTH.—Stocks 


were reported at the opening of the 
week to have decreased 31,203 bushels. 
Shipments have aggregated 234,069 
bushels, Nearly all the vessel room 
has been engaged for Lake Erie ports. 
There were reported inspected in 89 
cars, as against 112 the week before, 
and 41 a fortnight ago. Minneapolis 
received 58 cars (which rather exceeds 
the average for the past three weeks), 
and shipments, 74,480 bushels. The 
statement at the beginning of the week 
showed a decrease of 12,055 bushels, as 
compared with the same date a year 
ago. Duluth stocks are more than 

500,000 bushels less, while the supply 
of flaxseed at Minneapolis is nearly 
300,000 bushels more now than then. 
The Duluth market for cash seed has 
ruled steady at $1.2744@1.28\%, closing at 
the outside. May appreciated from 
$1.28 to $1.29%, and September from $1.12 
to $1.17. At Minneapolis cash flax ad- 
vanced from $1.25@1.26. Both markets 
were firm at the close, although the 
precise operative cause for the rise of 
the September delivery at Duluth was 
not fully comprehended. 

OIL CAKE.—The market has sympa- 
thized with the strength developed in 
oil and seed, and prices have decidedly 
advanced. Another element in the sit- 
uation which has contributed to this 
result is the fact that stocks are light 
and only moderately increasing, while 
they are in strong hands and practi- 
cally controlled by one concern. The 
export inquiry has improved, but hold- 
ers are aggressively firm in their views, 
and in the virtual absence of competi- 
tion, the advance is likely to be well 
maintained. A few sales were made 
early in the week at $21, an advance of 
$1.50 per ton over last week’s quota- 
tions, but later negotiations were ef- 
fected on the basis of $23.50, At the 
same time the volume of business has 
been light. While there has been much 
inquiry, foreign buyers apparently find 
it difficult to believe that these prices 
cannot only be maintained, but possibly 
may be advanced. The demand for 
meal has been seasonable, but not es- 
pecially brisk. Nominal quotations for 
car lots are at the normal advance over 
cake—$1 per ton. 

OLEO OIL.—The Holland cables in- 
dicate at once a reduction of inquiry on 
the part of Dutch churners and a firm 
feeling among melters and_ holders. 
Sales for the period under review are 
estimated at not more than 1,000 tierces, 
as against 5,400 tlerces the week before. 
That the falling off in inquiry did not 
result in a decline in market values is 
generally believed to be atttributable 
to the decided strength shown in the 
American lard market. As it is, extra 
grades sold, in a small way, at 45@46 
florins, the outside being paid for a 
fancy brand and representing an ad- 
vance of one florin over the outside 
price of the week before. Lower grades 
sold sparingly at 36@41 florins. The 
result of this inactivity of demand has 
been a decided increase in stock in first 
hands at Rotterdam, those for this 
week being estimated at about 2,200 
tierces, as against some 300 tierces a 
week ago. Exports continue liberal, al- 
though not exceeding the average for 
the past month. Neutral lard was re- 
ported very quiet at Rotterdam, but it 
was thought that it would be favorably 
affected bythe strong position of lard 
in this country. The local oleo market 
is practically without change. Sellers 
are rather disposed to advance prices, 
but low prices for natural butter and a 
restricted inquiry for oleomargarine are 
not favorable to a rise. 

LARD OIL.—The continued firmness 
in the price of the raw material and 
the general course of the market for 
lard have imported added firmness to 
the tone of the market for oil, although 
pressers’ quotations remain nominally 
unchanged. The inquiry, however, is 
more active, and there Is a better de- 
mand for larger quantities. All offer- 
ings of cheap oil have been seemingly 
withdrawn, and sellers evince little or 
no disposition to grant concessions. 
To-day’s market may be quoted: Extra, 
45c.; extra No. 1, 35c.; No. 1, 27c., and 
No. 2, 25c. Offerings are light, and 
there is no inclination to contract for 
deferred deliveries. It is supposed that 
some oil may be required by the Gov- 
ernment. The lower grades, however, 
are in rather light request. 

LARD. — The volume of business 
transacted has been large, and the ten- 
dency of prices has been upward, al- 
though at times a nervous and unset- 
tled feeling caused somewhat abrupt 
fluctuations. Both local operators and 
outsiders manifested considerable inter- 
est, and the “war fever’ stimulated 
buying to some extent. In addition, 
there was more or less realizing, be- 
sides some buying by “shorts.” The in- 
quiry on shipping account was tolera- 
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bly brisk, a fair number of sales being 
made on export account. Stocks of con- 
tract lard here decreased 18,530 tierces 
during the month, and are 126,846 tierces 
less than a year ago, being reported 
May 1 as 68,297 tierces. Domestic mar- 
kets were reported fairly strong and 
active, while foreign advices showed a 
fair decrease in stocks and an advance 
of 6d. in prices. Considerable cash con- 
tract lard was taken for export, and 
regular cash lots generally command- 
ed full May prices. Opening at $5.5714, 
cash lard closed at $5.85, these figures 
representing the entire range. Loose 
(or tank) lard sold very freely—mainly 
to local buyers—at about 25c. under 
July. For leaf lard there was a reason- 
ably brisk demand. Sales were at $5.50 
@5.62%, the market closing at the out- 
side, which means an advance of Me. 
for the week. There has been fairly 
liberal trading in all speculative de- 
liveries. May was changed to July at 
7%@10c., and July to September at 
about the same ratio of difference. 
May was in less request than deferred 
futures. About 2,000 tierces were called 
for under contract on the first of the 
month. May lard opened at $5.65 and 
closed at $5.87%4, the entire range for 
the week having been $5.52144@5.90. The 
range for July was $5.65@5.92%, open- 
ing at the inside and closing at $5.90. 
September attracted considerable atten- 
tion and exhibited a range of $5.75@ 
6.02%, closing at $6. The appended tab- 
ular statement shows the closing pricss 
of cash lard and the chief speculative 
deliveries at the close of the week un- 
der review, as contrasted with the week 
before and the corresponding date 
year ago:

TALLOW, STEARINE, GREASE, 
IeTC.-—-A fair business has been trans- 
acted during the past week, and a firm 
feeling has prevailed. Holders were 
not pressing sales, being favored by re- 
ports of steady domestic markets and 
favorable foreign advices.

Kino has been 
advanced to $2.50. Other gums are all 
in fair demand at previous prices. 
Chemist and Druggist says ‘‘The expor- 
tation of Soudan gums from the port of 
Suakin during 1897 diminished 50 tons, 
although the value was £2,500 greater 
than in 1896, the Custom House valua- 
tion having averaged about 6s. per 
ewt. more throughout the year. During 
January 2,557 camel loads (average 
from 500 to 550 Ibs. each) were brought 
into Suakin and deposited in Govern- 
ment warehouses, where 701 loads had 
already been stored. At that time a 
considerable fluctuation in prices took 
place, partly owing to the uncertainty 
prevailing as to the Government’s in- 
tentions regarding liberty of trade. At 
the end of January no more gum was 
allowed to enter Suakin until Novem- 
ber. Of the 3,258 loads (equivalent to 
about 800 tons), 2,188 loads, or 547 tons, 
were liberated for export after a few 
weeks, sales being made at $20 to $22 
per cantar (47s. to 52s. per cwt.). The 
restrictions of the Government as re- 
gards the remainder were gradually re- 
laxed, but as local business was brisk 
and light stocks in sight the market 
continued to harden, and the price ad- 
vanced to 270 piastres per cantar, or 
about 55s. 6d. per cwt., at which it now 
remains.”’

Shellac.

The 
Government has purchased 150 cases 
DC., to be delivered within 30 days, 
paying 28c. The high price is account- 
ed for by the fact that it must be free, 
and there is a comparatively small spot 
stock, some being due by direct steam- 
er in a few days. Dealers are obtain- 
ing 24@26c., as to seller, in a small way, 
preferring to sell small lots to large 
ones. V. S. O. is in light supply, as 
free, but freed is more plentiful, and 
that is not saying much. Dealers quote 
22@24c. The market is firm, with an 
advancing tendency. TT. N. firm. Oth- 
er makes unchanged. Early in the 
week no business was being done in 
Calcutta in shipping, by reason of the 
plague.

Textile Soaps. 


In the textile industry soft, as well as 
hard, soaps are employed. The latter 
are mostly produced from hard, fatty 
substances and soda, and the soft soaps 
from soft greases, oils and potash. The 
important difference between these two 
kinds of soaps, says a Continental ex- 


change. (Farb. Ztg.), consists in 
that the soft soaps contain all the 
elements of the fats and oils used in 
their production, while with the hard 
soaps an important constituent of the 
oils, i. &, glycerine, has been set free, 
In the case of the soft soaps the oil and 


fat Are saponified by boiling the fat or 
oil, And this soap composition is boiled 
down to a certain constituency. In the 
manufacture of hard soaps weaker lhyes 
are usually employed, which contain a 
sufficient quantity of water, to dissolve 
the glycerine which is eliminated from 
the fat by the action of the alkali. The 
soap is salted out from the aqueous so- 
lution and the glycerine with the excess 
of alkali, salt, etc., passes inte the bot- 
tom lye. It is obvious from these facts 
that the chemical transformation which 
takes place here consists in the substi- 
tution of potash or soda in the stead of 
the glycerine which is present in the 
fats and oils, in combination with oleic 
acid, stearic acid, linoelic acid, etc., so 
that oleate and stearate or linoelate of 
soda or potash are formed, which are 
soluble in water. 

It is well known that one and the 
same soap is not adapted for all pur- 
poses for which soap is used in the tex- 
tile industry, and that soaps of differ- 
ent quality (containing different quan- 
tities of alkali and different fats) must 
be used for the scouring of silk and 
wool, for washing wool, glossing yarns 
and stuffs which are dyed with al- 
zarine, for the fulling of woolen goods, 
ete. {It was not understood for some 
time why textile factories needed soaps 
with different percentages of fatty 
acids and alkali, until it was found after 
many investigations that the effect of 
the soap was dependent on the larger 
or smaller amount of alkali contained 
therein. For this reason the soap man- 
ufacturers should always be informed 
for what purpose the soap ordered is to 
be used. Thus, a good hard soap for 
ealico printing should contain 67 pet 
cent. of fatty acid, 6 per cent, of soda 
and 30 per cent. water, and be neutral, 
A hard oleine soap to be employed for 
producing dyes must be composed of 


about 61 per cent. of fatty acid, 7.5 per 
cent, of soda and 31.5 per cent. water. 
For silk dyeing the soap should contain 
of fatty acids 65 per cent., soda 8 pe! 
cent., Water 27 per cent.; for wool- 
washing about 61 per cent. of fatty 
acids, 9 per cent. of soda and 30 per 
cent. of water. Some manufacturers, 
however, plefer a soap for silk scouring 
which contains about 10 per cent. of 
soda. With soft soap the case is simi- 
lar. In order to satisfy all demands it 


must contain 50-54 per cent. of fat and 
13-15 per cent. of caustic potash. 

These facts show that the soaps for 
the textile industry must contain dif- 
ferent quantities of alkali, according to 
their use. Soap can only be employed 
for the distinct purpose for which it is 
made. If the same soap which is used 
for fulling or washing of goods would 
also be employed in calico printing the 
madder or alizarine violet would be 
completely destroyed, or, at least, be- 
come dull and probably smut. If, on 
the other hand, the woolen manufac- 
turers wele to utilize the neutral soap 
of the calico printers the results pro- 
duced would be very unsatisfactory, be- 
cause the soap used for washing the 
wool must always contain an excess of 
alkali, which serves to act on_ the 
grease of the wool, thus forming an 
emulsion by which the dirt adhering to 
the wool is remoyed. 

The calico printers must observe the 
influence which soaps of different com- 
positions exercise upon the dyeing of 
the printed goods, for it is obvious that 


; mer 
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a soap containing a faint excess of al- 
kali which is most suited for the ros- 
ing of dark-pink or alizarine red would 
detract from the beauty of madder Ur 
alazarine violet. In the former casé 
the purpose of the dyer is not only tb 
fix and to rose the red or pink, but also 
to remove at the same time the yellow 
and a part of the red dyestuff, while ffi 
the latter case a soap containing as lit- 
tle alkali as possible gives the best re- 
sults. In calico printing two kinds of 
soap are often used, one for violet and 
the other for pink and red. The for- 
should, when fresh, contain 60.4 
per cent. of fatty acid, 5.6 per cent. of 
soda and 33 per cent. of water, and the 
latter about 60.3 per cent. of fatty acid, 


6.7 per cent. of soda and 27 per cent. of 
water, 
It frequently happens that calico 


printers employ one and the same kind 
of soap for shades of their articles, be- 
lieving that they can surmount all dif- 
ficulties by simply taking more or less 
of the soap. This, however, an 
error, as is shown by the foregoing re- 
marks, because the soaps of commerce 
possess such diversity of compositions 
as are entirely adapted to the various 
purposes for which the soaps are 
usually employed in the print works. 
The differences in the proportion of the 
fatty acids which are met with in the 
soaps are chiefly caused by the soap 
makers, who are not always proceed- 
ing according to the existing rules and 
by the drying up of the soaps and the 
loss of water occasioned by their lying 
a long time in storerooms: 

A factor which is worthy of meti- 
tion, but has been overlooked up tu 
now, is that the soaps of the present 
time are not any longer’ produced 
from the same fatty substances as for- 
merly, but that according to the occa- 
sion different suitable greases or 
are employed. Experiments have dem- 
onstrated, however, that such soaps 
often do not impart the same luster to 
the madder and alizarine dyeings as 
a soap which is produced from olive 
oil, oleine, tallow, palm oil, ete. Al- 
though it cannot be denied that the 
soft soaps of linseed oil, cottonseed oil, 
tallow, ete., are well suited for various 
purposes in the ‘textile industry, still it

are only employed for very special 
uses. 


Owing to the pressure which has been 
brought to bear on the prices of soap 
by the textile manufacturers, the 
makers have commenced to make 
mixtures ‘to their

soaps which increase 
is to say, they fill up 
soaps with resin, water glass, po- 
flour, etc. A textile soap, how- 
ever, must be absolutely free from such 
filling up, which can only injure the 
materials treated with them. A textile 
soap containing resin acts injuriously 
because the saponified resin contained 
in the soap separates in the soap solu- 
tion and precipitated and fixed on 
the goods other materials without 
being visible to the naked eyes. When 
the material is dyed later on the dye 
does not adhere in some places, which 
remain undyed, thus” rendering the 
goods unsaleable. Nor must such soaps 
be used for textile purposes as contain 
other substances, e. g., water glass, 
potato flour, ete.; the soaps should dis- 
solve clearly in water and alcohol, and 
a chemical analysis should only reveal 
the presence of fatty acids, alkalies

Imports with Trade-Marks of Do- 


mestic Manufacturers. 


The Treasury Department, on receipt 
of a letter from the Collector at Bos- 
ton, submitting the application of 
Messrs. James Foley & Co. for permis- 
sion to export 2 cases of acid magenta, 
part of their importation of 10 cases of 
aniline colors per Storm King on the 
18th ultimo, and for a refund of the 
duty paid thereon, replied: 

From the report it appears that upon 
examination the cases in question were 
found to have been imported in viola- 
tion of the provisions of section 11 of 
the act of July 24, 1897, inasmuch as 


they bore the trade-mark of Messrs. 
Read, Holliday & Co., and that they 


have been seized as an illegal importa- 
tion, but that in your judgment such 
seizure was without warrant of law, 
and you recommend that the seizure be 
canceled and the importers allowed to 
export the goods. 

The section of law referred to prohib- 
its the entry of articles copying or sim. 
ulating the trade-mark of domestic 
manufacturers, but no _ provision is 
made for seizure and forfeiture in such 
cases, and under the department’s de- 
cision of Dec. 23, 1897, the seizure may 
be canceled, the exportation allowed 
under customs supervision and the duty 
refunded. 





























Drawback on Toilet Waters. 


On the exportation of perfumes, 
classed technically as “toilet waters’ 
and “extracts,’’ manufactured by the 
Court Perfumery Company of New 
York City, in part from essential oils, 
tinctures, and imported alcohol, to 
which may be added the alcoholic 
“washings” from imported ‘“pomades,” 
a drawback will be allowed equal in 
amount to the duty paid on the alcohol 
entering into the manufacture, less the 
legal reduction of 1 per cent.; provided 
that no domestic alcohol was used 
either in the preparation of the ingredi- 
ents or in the further processes of man- 
ufacture. 

The entry under which the merchan- 
dise is to be inspected and laden must 
show the marks and numbers of the 
shipping packages, with a full descrip- 
tion of the contents of each package, 
as given in the export invoice. Said 
entry must further show the number 
and nominal size of bottles containing 
each kind of perfume in each package, 
the actual quantity of each kind of per- 
fume contained in each dozen bottles 
of the same nominal size in each pack- 
age and in the shipment, and the alco- 
holic strength of the same. 

The drawback must show the quan- 
tity of each kind of perfume exported, 
in wine gallons or decimals thereof, 
the percentages and quantities of abso- 
lute alcohol contained therein, and the 
percentages of waste based on the 
quantities of absolute alcohol used in 
the manufacture of the waters and ex- 
tracts, respectively. Said entry must 
further show, in addition to the usual 
averments, that the perfumes were 


































































































































manufactured and packed for shipment 
in the manner set forth in the manu- 
facturer’s sworn statement, dated Feb- 
ruary 10, 1898, filed with the Collector 
of Customs at New York. 

Samples of the exported perfumes 
shall be taken as ordered by the Col- 
lector, to be submitted to the appraiser 
for determination of the percentages of 
absolute alcohol contained therein, sev- 
erally; and the quantity of perfume 
contained in each dozen bottles export- 
ed, as declared on entry, may be veri- 
fied by tests made at the factory. 

In the liquidation of entries the quan- 
tities of the different kinds of perfumes, 
and of absolute alcohol contained 
therein, which may be taken as bases 
of allowance of drawback, may be the 
quantities declared on entry after offi- 
cial verification. Allowances for waste 
shall in no case exceed the quantities 
declared on entry, or shown by the 
manufacturer’s sworn statement, filed 
with the Collector.

Petroleum Fields of California. 


The State Mining Bureau of Califor- 
nia has issued the following statistics 
of petroleum production in Southern 
California during the year 1897, which 
are now published for the first time:

The output of the Coalinga field, in 
Fresno county, for 1897 is said to be 
70,000 barrels. Adding to this the out- 
put of the Moody Gulch wells, in Santa 
Clara (about 50,000 barrels), brings the 
total output of petroleum in California 
for 1897 to nearly 2,000,000 barrels, an 
increase of about 750,000 barrels over 
1896. 

The wells in the Eastern field within 
the city are beginning to fall off in pro- 





duction, and oil men are looking 
around for new fields to conquor. 
Prof. W. L. Watts, field assistant of 


the State Mining Bureau, who has been 
doing much hard and conscientious 
work in the Southern California oil 
fields during the past year, gave the 
following interesting hints regarding 
the formation and probable future 
trend of the local oil field: 

“At the western extremity of the old 
field the formation shows disturbance, 
and the angle of the dip ranges from 40 
to 50 degrees, which is in keeping with 
the surface indications. Further east- 
ward the formation is more regular, 
and the angle of the dip decreases. 
At the Second Street Park more geolog- 
ical disturbance is manifested, the an- 
gle of the dip increases and the strike 
is irregular, the cause of the disturb- 
ance being a cross-fold which crosses 
Court street, near Douglas. Further 
eastward the formation becomes more 
regular until the eastern extremity of 
the field is reached. There the trouble 
again commences, the cause being a 
cross-fold or faults, or both. Along 
the northern edge of the field the angle 
of the dip is less than some data I pre- 
viously obtained had led me to suppose. 
Indeed, if this low angle was main- 
tained to the north of the most regular 
portion of the field, the oil line may ex- 
tend much further to the north than 
it has yet been developed. There may, 
however, be faults or disturbances in 
the formation which might render such 
calculation misleading. I will here say 
that my calculations are based on the 
depth at which the first stratum of oil 
sand has been struck. 

“In the new field the formation is 
more irregular and the angle of the 
dip is less than it is in the old field, the 
most regular portion being the center 
of the field extending from the Sisters’ 
Hospital toward the corner of Bernard 
and Yale streets. Along this line the 
angle of the dip lessens until at Yale 
street it is only about 10 degrees. Go- 
ing east of Yale street the surface of 
the oil sand appears to be at first un- 
dulating, and then more violently dis- 
turbed. In the eastern extremity of 
the field this disturbance is particularly 
well marked. 

“In the northeast corner of the new 
field the immediate cause of the dis- 
turbance appears to be a fault which 
can be seen at the corner of Bernard 
and Adobe streets and in Chavez ra- 
vine, and probably extends thence 
along this line to the corner of Hinton 
and Beaudry avenues, where the for- 
mation for a short space dips to the 
north. 

“Without worrying about any fur- 























aan nadinleeeienenuee 


ther technical details, we are justified 
in arriving at the following conclu- 
sions: The strike of the oil sand in both 
fields is about N. 85 deg. W. This being 
the case, and eliminating any idea of 
a twist in the formation as improbable, 
we can only account for the relative po- 
sition of the oil sand in the two fields 
by the following structural conditions: 

“First—That it may be occasioned by 
a gravity fault running in the direction 
of the dip of the formation. 

“Second—That it may be occasioned 
by a gravity fault running in the di- 
rection of the strike of the formation. 

“Third—That it may be occasioned by 
there being oil-yielding strata under- 
lying those which have been struck in 
the Second Street Park oil field. 

“If the first hypothesis is true, there 
is no extension of the eastern end of the 
old field, nor the western end of the 
new field. This is the least probable of 
the three explanations. 

“If the second or third hypothesis is 
true, the strike of the formation would 
carry the oil line in the new field be- 
neath the Sisters’ Hospital, toward the 
corner of Edgeware road and Temple 
street, running parallel to and north of 
the oil field. There would also be an 
oil line running east from the old field 
toward the corner of Alpine street and 
Bunker Hill avenue. 

“Running our eye over the map, we 
find that the strike of the formation, if 
prolonged to the westward from the new 
field, would carry the oil line to the 
Maltman wells and from the old field to 
a point a short distance south of the 
Baptist College. Between these points, 
however, there is a stretch of country 
where the geological structure is ob- 
scure. The abnormal flatness of the ex- 
posed rocks to the north of First street 
and west of Burlington avenue, and the 
lack of success attending such wells as 
have been drilled between Second 
Street Park and and the Baptist Col- 
lege demand great caution in expressing 
an opinion concerning farther prospect- 
ing between the places named. 

“There is one part of the country 
which seems to deserve more attention 
than has been paid to it. I refer to the 
country west of the Baptist College. 

“Turning to the southeast we find that 
the strike of the formation would carry 
any eastern extension of the new field 
across the river, a short distance north 
of the Main street bridge and thence 
toward the reservoir south of Alhambra 
avenue. It is hardly likely that all the 
territory I am naming will be produc- 
tive, but these are the lines in which to 
prospect. There Is one thing which I 
have previously drawn attention to, and 


which my recent investigations em- 
phasize. It is this: The low angle at 


which the strata dip calls for a wider oil 
line than has hitherto been developed, 
The lack of success which has attended 
most of the wells in the northern mar- 
gin of the old fields is probably due to 
lines of geological disturbance, some of 
Which are noticeable in the exposed 
rocks, 

“Just how much figure these lines of 
disturbance cut is at present an un- 
known quantity. It is probable that 
there are other oil lines in Los Angeles 
besides those already developed. For 
instance, it is not improbable that one 
extends with a strike of about S. 80 
deg. E. from Brooklyn Heights. There 
is probably another one extending with 
a similar course through the territory 
on which the Mackintosh well is sit- 
uated north of Bellevue avenue, near 
Reno street.—Los Angeles Times.

Saturday Evening, May 7, 1898. 
The excitement in the market which 
was manifest at the close of our last, 
has had its rough edges smoothed off 
somewhat, and at the close prices gen- 


erally for those chemicals which are 
supposed to be affected by the war 
were easier in all positions. The trade 


is still in the dark as regards the nu- 
merous meetings which have been held 
the past week in this city of the lead- 
ing foreign and domestic makers. 
Pending their action prices for all the 
leading chemicals are firmer and at the 
close the tendency was to a_ higher 
range. Brimstone, nitrate of soda ana 
saltpeter are all more or less unsettled, 
with tendency to easier prices. Chlo- 
rate of potash is in limited stock on the 


spot, and those who have it are in- 
clineqg to cover their profit. Acids of 
all descriptions are meeting with the 
usual demand and prices may be 
quoted fairly steady. In their letter 


under date of Liverpool, April 26, 1898. 
Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co. say: 

The failure of a peaceful solution of 
the Cuban difficulty and consequent 
outbreak of hostilities between the 
United States and Spain, has given rise 
to much concern in this country, and 
developments are keenly watched. A 
strong tone has been imparted to the 
grain and cotton markets, but chemi- 
cals are depressed. All shipments to 
America of sulphur, chlorate of potash 
and other articles which might come 
under the head of contraband of war, 
have this week been stopped, the 
steamship people declining to run the 
risk of carrying these goods. Natu- 
rally this is a matter of concern to sel- 
lers who have American forward con- 
tracts open. Soda ash is quiet, but 
makers maintain late rates. We quote 
spot range for tierces, as to market, 
as follows: 

Leblane ash, 48 per cent., £4 10s@ 
£4 15s. per ton net cash; 58 per cent., 
C4 17s. 6d4.@£5 per ton net cash; am- 
monia ash, 48 per cent., £4@£4 5s. per 
ton net cash; 58 per cent., £4 5s.@£4 
10s, per ton net cash. Bags 5s. per ton 
under price for tierces. Soda crystals 
continue in demand, and in some cases 
makers ask a shade more money, the 
price for barrels ranging from £2 17s, 
6d, to £3 per ton, less 5 per cent., or 7s. 
less for bags. Caustic soda steady, but 
without much fresh business reported.
